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ND why fhould we not be difcou- 

raged at ill Succeffes this Year? 

Says ome, are not the French-Con- 

querots over us in every Place ? Have they 
not beaten us every where? Beaten us in 
Spain and almoft out of Spain 5 beaten us 
from Thouton beaten us in the Lines,and ont 
of the Lines at Sto/boffen ; beaten us at Sea, 
and beaten us on Shoar?: Have they not 
beaten us with fighting, end beaten us withe 
out fighting ; beaten us by ftanding by, and 
beaten us by running away? If ycu are not 
enfible of thefe things; we are fenfible of 
them 4 we fee how: Rard this War preffes 
us, how unable we are ‘to raife the.vaft 
Sum this War calls for every Year, how 
cur Trade flagnates, our Poor want .Em- 
ployment,’ our Manufadtures lye on our 
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Hands, cur, Merchants fail, and we decline 
fenfibly in Wealth every Day; and we 
think we have Reafon to be difcourag’d fF. 
Our Hopes were bent upon Jboulon, be- 
vaufe we faw, ic would put an Ecd tothe 
War, and we hoped wel, it would be fuch 
a Blow to France, as would bring him ta 
our Hands, make him difgorge Spain, and 
anfwer all the Confederates Demands, 
and fo we fheuld once fee an End of our 
Sorrows, and Europe. might enjoy her an- 
tient Trarquility and Liberty.agaio, and 
if. the Want of this has moze than ordina- 
rily d-je&ted uy we chink, chat all thiags 
confider’d, as Jonah faid of his Anger, We 

do well to be dijcouraged. 
Indeed, Gentlemen, I believe you will 
do me.the Juftice.co.fpy now, I have ftated 
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the Cafe fairly, and yet I'll undertake to 
prove, you have no Reafon to be difcou 
raged, tho’ all you have faid were true. 

I'l) acknowledge with you, that the 
French, whether by the meer ill Conduct 
of the Confederates in fome Places, and by 
the immediate Hand of Heaven in others, 
have made a Campaign this Sammer far 
more to their Advantage, than, Idare fay, 
they expe@ed chemfelves, I am very fure, 
more than we expe@ed. 

And not to enter too far into the mes 
dancholy Particulars 5 they have really had 
the becter of us on the Rbinc, many Thanks 
to the difcording, jealous, covetous and 
flow Members of the Empire. ; 

They have bauk’d our Enterprize on 
Thoulon, Thanks 30 the pious Zeal of the 
Court 48 Vienna, who to get a Hook inthe 
Noftrils of the Holy Levéatbex, would not 
omic their Neapolitan Voyage to make a 
Conqguef worth ten of it, and which if is 
bad been made, would have drawn that a- 
long with it, asneceflatily as the Loadftone 
does the Tron. 

They have beaten Os in Spain by fair 
fighting, Thanks to our Portuguefe Allies, 
who joyn’d us with more Horfes than Men, 
more Men than Soldiers, and more Soldiers 
than they had Money to buy Cloths for. 

They have beaten us at Sea, where they 
have taken our Ships in che Face of our own 
Harbours, infulted our Commerce, and at 
the fame time made themfelves rich by an 
uninterrupted Trade to the Spanijb Wejt- 
indies, which has filed them with Bullion, 
and which enabled them in the firft of the 
Spring to fet out their Armies, which in 
Winter they themfelves defpaic'd of. 

And laft of all, they have had the better 
of us in Flanders, even by having the wor/t 
of us; chey have gain'd the Vidtory by run- 
ding away, becaufe it not being their -Bufi- 
nefs co fight there, but to keep us at Buy 3 
theic avoiding a Battle has anfwer'd their 
find, and difappointed ours, which is in 
one Sence a Vidory. 

And now, Gentlemen, before I enter in- 
to the Argument, give me leave to make 
one Baquiry here, on a he Solucion of 
which will depend the Strefsof the prefent 


Cafe, whether we have realon to be dif- 
courag’d and dejeéted, oro? The Enqui- 
ry is in fhort this. —-Are the Advantages, 
the French have over us, obtain’d by their 
Power, or by their Management 3 by their 
Forces, or their Conduét ; by their real Su- 
periority in Scrength, or by their Vigilance, 
Diligence and Application ? And upon this 
Enquiry, willturn fhe whole Stre{s of this 
Matter. 

I fanfie, I need not go farto convince 
you, thacthe French are far from a Supe- 
riority in Force , and that if we were to 
come evento the Article of Numbers, they 
are not fuperiour, tho’ they have done 
mighty thiags to recruit their Loffes too: 
Tis true, in Flanders they appeared to out: 
number us in the Beginning of the Cam- 
paign, but ‘tis otherwife now 5 andinotherc 
Places our Troops are more difpers’d, on 
the Xbine they are more in che Field, not 
hecaufe we have nut Troops, but becavfe 
thofe Troops have not been brought toge- 
ther; Thanks to our Friends there. 

In Jsaly we Out-number them, and in 
Provence were the Duke of Savoy's whole 
Forces together, they are much aboute- 
qual ia Number 3 in Spain they out-number 
us, but Naples and Milan ftand againft it to 
an Equality ; and at Sea weleave no Room 
for any Comparifon, having kept their 
Fleet lock’d up in their Harbours almoft all 
the War. 

It we come to examine the Condition of 
the Forces, the Goodnefs of Troops on ele 
ther fide, the Fullnefs of the Battalions, 
the Mounting of the Cavalry, the Horfes, 
the Clothing, the Pay, and above all the 
Men themfelves ; how fed, how kept in 
Heart, how {trong Bodies, how brave; I 
believe, it is no Vanity to fay, our Troops 
exceed theirs beyond aay Comparifon, and 
Ido not undervalue them neither 5 “tis ape 
parene they know ic themfelves, and upon 
all Occafions teftifie their Sence of it, by 
making up in Numbers the Want of Equali- 
ty in their Horfes and Men. 

Were the Superiority of the Enemy re- 
ally in their Forces, were their Troops fi- 
periour ia Number, and did they over- 
march us Man for Mav; were our Battalions 
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mot able to ftand before theips, and did they 


out-fhock us upon the Square , were theic 
Cavalry better mounted, and were we ia 
Want of Horfes? Then indeed, Gentle- 
men, you had fome Reafon to be difcou 
raged and dejeéted at the Affair of Zhoulon, 
and the Profpeét of the War would look 
very terrible tous. But T aim free tofay, I 
make no Oftentation, when I {peak of the 
Superiority of Forces, as to Goodnefs of 
Troops, between the Contederates and the 
French, their own Officers will acknowlege 
it, and ifthey did nor, innumerable A@ions 
would teftifie it. 

Well, Gentlemen Cowplainers, if the 
French are not {uperiour in Force to us, 
where then lyes the Nefedt ? What is the 
Reafon we cry out of our ill Succeffes? 
How comes it that we are worfted ? —— 
T'll tell you in fhort, they out-dous in'Con- 
duét, in Expedition, in Vigilance, in an 
entire Concurrence of Parts, Perfons, and 
Parties, to anfwer the End of the whole— 

And what Ufe fhalf be made of this? 
The Anfwer 's Mort, Hever be difcoureged, 
but MEND IT. Have our Allies beet de> 
ficient ? Have the Germans negle&ted the 
Rhine, and betray'd their Country? Has 
the Emperor run after an ftshan Project, 
while they left themfelves too weak to 
carry on the Attempt upon Thonlow? Ob 
lige them to remedy this, and:re@ifle the 
Condu&, that has given'the Bnemy ati Ad+ 
yanrage 

If you will Heat the French, “you muft 
fall on him altogether with united Force, 
ind with jointly concerted Meafures, in 

jort, you muft take the fame Methods to 
attack France, as the French do co refift 
you, viz. Vigilaws watching Advantages, 
feife taking hold of them, exa® Subordi- 
nation of Parts to one another, dire® and 
punétual Execution of concerted Meafures, 
entive Harmony in the Purfuit of the pub- 
lick Good, and a full Conjun@ioa of Inte> 
reft. The Want of thele things make 
the French beat'us, when act che fame time 
they dare not look us in the Face in the 
Field. 

Again, if this Method is but purfu'd, 
the French may be beaten 3 nay, they will 


he beaten, they dare not ftand you in the 
open Fields and had Prince Exgewe march'd 
into Dauphin, inftead ot Proverce, it would 
have been {oon apparent, they would have 
ftood upon che Defenfive in ail Placesy and 
you might have puth’d them to the Gates 
of Lyons. ‘ 

O Naples, Narles ? Thou Raft put back 
the Confederacy a whole Year, had that 
Expedition been kept cald, which for sbe Va- 
Jue of it, comparatively fpeaking, might bave 
been very well dome , had chat Army been 
pyn'’d co Prince Eugene, he might have 
eotred Provence or Daupbiné, where he 
would, and having puth'd che Frencb For- 
ces quite over the Rbone, he had enjoy'd the 
whole Country, cut eff Thowlow and’ Mare 
feiles from the reft of France, and in time 
oa would have faiien of Courfe. 

he Sum of the Matter is, inftead ‘of be- 
ing difcourag’d cei a gaye let us 
med the Ceufes. 'Tis the Management of 
the Confederacy, aut the Forces of the 
Confederacy, which is our Deficiency, and 
in which our Difafter lyes'; the Butinefs 
would foon be recover'd ftill, if we can bue 
bring’ the Bmperor to a better ‘Manage- 
ment, aod that all the Confederates would 
exert themfelves, as England and Aollend 
havedone—~ Why thould not the Imperial 
Army, who had our Fleet to have (uppert- 
ed them, much rather have fhip’d an 
Army toCatstognie, than to Naples? Why 
not rather have invaded Arragow than Pro- 
venec, and retriev'd the Honour of Alman- 
e4, rather than have accumulaced Difaiters 
before Thoulon ? 

I might arguea fittle the Unreafonable- 
nefs of Difcouragements and Dejrétions ; 
and here pray be pleas’d to bear.with a few

jeéted, in order to make itfo, and the 
Governjnent is very ch beholden
